REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose a rotary valve comprising a valve body, a shaft, a seal 
assembly including retainers housing a resilient annular seal, a rotatable disc having an 
elliptical periphery, and an elliptical cavity formed between the first and second 
retainers, the elliptical cavity arranged to deform the resilient annular seal to an elliptical 
shape. The closest prior art, Scobie et al. (US Patent No. 4,659,064) fails to disclose an 
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elliptical cavity arranged to deform the resilient annular seal to an elliptical shape and 
there is no motivation, absent the applicant's own disclosure, to modify the Scobie et al. 
reference in the manner required by the claims.
